The Centennial Xxposition.

A History of the Project—The Corres-
pondence with Reference Thereto—
The Arrival of the Congres-
sional Committees in this
City—Their Reception at
Independence Hall —

The Bpeeches on the
Occasion—~1he Other

The sabject of celehrating the centenninl anniver-
sary of the Declaration of Indencndence lias been
one that has cansed vongiderable debate throughont
e conpkry, and now that it has been concludoed
that an international exposition s 4 necessity for
1876, the principal cities are naturslly desirous that
this great event shall transpire within thelr limits.
Phlladelphia has been tirst o move in the matter,
and In consequence of the arrangements made the
Congresgionsl Committecy on Manafaotures and
Porelgn Amalrs are now in onr midst, with a view of
reporting upon the City of Brotherly Love, the spot
from which emapated onr Magna Charta, us the
site,

During the last winter, Clty Connells, the
Franklin Institnte, and the Legislature of the State
appointed committees to visit Washington, and ac-
cordingly in February last Mayor Fox, accompanied
hy the above commitiees, repaired to tho capital and
there met the Committee on Manufactures, to which
was pregsented a petition which set forth the clalms
of Philadelphia,

The result of this Interview was that, on the 9th of
March, Hon. D. J, Morrell, Chalrman of the Com-
mittes on Manufactures, lntrodueed a bill to provide
for celevrating the one hundredth anniversary of
Amerjcan independence, by holding an international
exhivitions of arts, manufactures, and products of
the soll and mine, In the city of fhiladelphla, and
State of Pennsylvanla, in the year elghteon handred
and sevenly-six.

The Commbitee Invited te Phllndelphin.

On Aprll 6 Mayor Fox, representing the combined
committees, addressed a communication to Hon. .
J. Morrell, in which he says::—'"*1'hie committee who
Iately visited Washiogton concerning the project
for celebrating the centennial anniversary of the
Declaration of Independence by an international
exhibition of {ndustry, to be held in Poiladelphia,
and to whom your commit'ee kKinaly gave a hearing,
nave since their return farther considered the sab-
ject. They have supposed that the business could
be more satistactorily neted upon if your committes
would visit Philadelphia, and see for themselves
what are the advantages which this city possesses to
it it for such a celebration.

“The updersigned, in behall of the sald commit-
tee and of the citizens of Philadelphia, therefore
request yon to invite the Committee on Manufae-
tures to fx a time convenient to yourselves for
visiting this city, in order that a quiet and unosten-
tations examinstion may be made of 185 Jocalities
and its industrial and other facllities. Upon belng
notitied of the disposition of your committee to
favor us with such a visit, and belng apprised of the
time you decided upon and the pomber of days
you can afford to us, we will proceed to make such
arrapgements as may ald you In gpsuding the time
allotted In the wmost ecconomlieal and proltable
manner.”

The Committes Accepts the Invitntion,

In reply to this Mr, Morrell wrote under date of
May 12:—

“AL a very full meeting of the Committee on
Manufactures, held yesteroay morning, the 11th in-
stant, it was unanimously résolved to visit your clty
on Friday and Saturday, the 10th and 1ith days of
June npext, in compliance with the lnvitation so
generously extended through yourselves and your
ussociates In your proposed celebration at Palladel-
phia of the hundredth anuilversary of the Declara-
tion of American Independence, 1 belleve I can
safely promise you, on tle occaslon of our v isit, a
Tall repregentation of the committee.”

A Postponement of the Visle,

Subsequently, it was ascertained that several
members o) the Committes op Manufactures could
not make it cgnvenient to visit Philadelphia at the
time designa Mr. Morrell, who was anxtons to
haye the 1ull committee visit our city, infermed Mr,
Shoemaker, chairman of the Jolnt committee, or thal
fact, and the visit was postponed until the 16th,
The Commitiee on Fercign Aflairs Invited to

Farticipnie,

As the Committee on Foreign Aifalrs of the Honse
would have more or [eg8 to do with any interns-
tiopal exiibition that may be held, it was deemed
best to invite the members of that committee to
accompany the Committee on Manufactures. An
invitation was accordingly sent them, which was
accepted bf Gieneral Banks, chairman, on behalf of
the commitiee,

The Phlladelphlnns Leave for Washington.,

A sub-committee of the general jolnt commitiee,
cousisting of John L. Bhoemaker, . A, Shalloross,
and George W. Hall, reached Wuiungton vesterday
alternoon, 1o act a8 an escort for the Congressional
visitors. A speclal train, furnlshed by the Pniladel-
phia, Wilmington, and Baltimore and the Baltimore
and Chio irosd Companies, was at the Wash-
ington depot promptly at & o'clock P. M., and at 5
o'ciock and 20 minutes the party was on hoard and
the train started,

The party having left Independence 1lall, by way
of the south gate of the square, proceeded {n car-
risges up Walnut street to Broad, and up Broad to
the Baldwin Locomotive Works, at Broad and Ha-
milton streets, Here they were met and cordially

eeted by Matthew Baird, George Burnham, Charles
<, Parry, and William P, Henszey, members of the
Urm. The committee spent about an hoar in thor.
oughly examining every portion of the lmmenses
works, and expressed themselves greatly pleased,
Several locomotives nearly completed for the Gran:d
Trunk Railway of Cannda were shown, snowing th 2
successful comw petitton of American manufactures
with those of England, in this branch at least. At
the conclusion of the inspection, amd At the time
when the commiitee were about leaving the works,
the factory bell was rung, calll the whole forve
of workmen into the street. These, amounting
in the regate o about eighteen hundred,
forued In line on Broad street, ten abreast, and
filed past the committee and guests, who were sty-
tioned on the steps of the office, and at tae corner of
Hamilton street, The display was quite lmposing,
and it is hoped that it will have a good eifect on our
represcntatives In Congress as regards the tarl
question, in which this firm s greatiy intercsted. In
the piauing 100m several of the members of the com-
mittee were presented with beauuful regalar spirals
of steel, about thirty fee: in lengih, which were
cut from the inslde of steel tires, The great lengin

Deathof Distinguwished Frenchmen.

Paxis, June 17.—Ferdinand Barrot, died to-
day, aged 65 years. Ile was a Senator, Charles
Eustache Cartaalid, Senator, died yesterday,
aged 05 years,

(M. Ferdinand Barrot, whose death is an-
nounced In the above despatch, was a brother
of the distivgulshed French statesman, Odillon
Barrot, and born in 1505. He was an advocate
by profession; he became a mem-
ber of the Chamber of Deputies in
1845; attained to prominence by his manage-
ment of publie afinirs in Algeria, and on the fal}
of Louis Philippe in 1848 was elected to repre-
gent that colony In the Constituent Assembly.
Having acted as eounsel for Louls Napoleon,
the present Emperor, in the legal proceedings
that arose from the atlempts upon Strasburg and
Boulogne, he was made his secretary on becoms=
ing Prince-President, and served as one of
his Ministers in 1840-50. He then went to Turin
as French Ambassador, remaining till the coup
d'elat, arter which he was made a Counsellor of
State and Senator, although not taking an
active part in clther capacity. He was ap-
pointed Grand Referendary of the Senate In
1867, | .
